SiHiie of tln*se j'ouugsters Mr. Carman imt in training 
MS earl.v iis last July, hut he always goes slowly 
willi t wo .vear-idds and eaii. in fact, wait as long 
wilJi a 3 'fSihgsier a.s any hors<-iuau in the sport. 
His chestnut liil.v liy Watercress — ^.\lamine. is one 
of tin- graiMlesi hsikiiig two-yi-ar-old fillies ever in 
training al the .Mexii-an track. She is of tlie Oaks 
winning ly|ie. and tier owiur lias iiauieil her Water 
IJ1.V. Horsemen think slie has a eham-e of develo|i- 
jiig' into as great a racer as the famous eastern 
mare of that name that raiasi in the colors of A. 
J. Cassatt aUiut thirty yi-ars ago. The colt re- 
gardisl as tlie most promising in the Carman stable 
Is iiy WoolsIhoriK' — OiH* Moilient, and has lieeii 
iiaiuAl Traii.srormatkMi. 

. Ike Striker has named liis Hastings yearling i-olt 
I.iick.v Ike. Tiiere is iiiten-st in this youug.ster. as 
he is b.v iIm‘ .same sire tlnit got the seiisationai 
llawlhorii. wliieh first sismsl winning brackets at 
the Juarez track last winter. As yet Mr. Striker 
lias gone slon'ly with this .voimgsU-r. being eonleiit 
with giving him ample time to fully develo|i, hut at 
that he let him work an eightli' recentl.v in :12%. 
Tills .voiiiigster is eiitiivl.v English-bred on his dam’s 
shh*. Iieing oat of iiu|Mirted Ijidy .Meo-ur.v. liy Fitz 
SiiiHili. and slie is <Mit of Caricature, liy i*el|p 
grino. I'liis is a lieautiful iNsligree tracing through 
iHily four crossi-s to Snnllower. the dam of the St. 
la*giT 'winner, SniilM-aiii. So far during the Juarez 
lueetiug .Mr. Striker has had a full miuisure of 
suci'css. Oik* da.v recentl.v he won two races tlie 
same aflerinsui wiiii Rose Oiieil and Swiftsiire. He 
thinks his Hastings eoll is Hie Ix'St prosis-ct for a 
t wo-.ve:ir-«dd slake winner that he ever handhsl. 

4. W. Fuller, who is <Mie of the leading Texas 
tireisiers and gem-rall.v has aii extensive string of 
liorses ill iraiiiing. has not brought his yearlings 
to Hie Juarez trai-k as yet. His .Youngsters this 
fall were stricken with distemper on bis raneli and 
;i nuiiilier of tlieiii have lieen so slow in ns-overiiig 
from the disease that he does not think he will In‘ 
iihle to race more Ilian lhr»*e of them b(‘re as two- 
year-olds this si'astMi. .Mr. Fuller reteiitly ctle- 

iiraUsI Ids lift.v si-coml hirthila.v. He is a sou of 
Ilenr.v Fuller, a pkun'or horseman of Texas, and so 
lie I'lHiies iialurallv hy his love for racing and the 
Htoroiialibred horse. His fattier started him in life 
as a mill owner and be remained in that busini-ss 
until tlie sei-tioii of Texas in which be lives quit 
(lie growing of wheat to an.v extent and he was 
< >iiii|>elleil to send to Kansas and other states to get 
stiM'k to kee|i Ids mill in o|ieration. Tlie high 
freight I'harges hy the railroads rendered him tin- 
aide lo co!U|M-le with mills in other statics, so he 
sold out ami. at Hie suggestion of his fatlier, em- 
liarktsi in the banking business. In a few years 
he found Huit the indoor <M'eu|nition was affeeting 
his health ami. sii-iiriiig a eoiiqietent man, he eoo- 
cluilisi he wiHild enter racing as a recreatkui. His 
father owinsi the iioUsI Molly, which won niaio’ 
raci-s from a quarter of a mile lo six hundred .vanls. 
He had retinal her at the age of fourteen years. 
SlM' liiially droj.ped an extra giMMl-lookiiig colt by 
Fain Bass, n fast bors<> in that da.v. and fids eolt 
was a four-year-oid when Mr. Fuller quit the hank- 
ing bu.-iiM-ss. He was hy Old Italtler. Mr. Fuller 
named him Rattler and started out with him to 
«-am fame on the turf. Rattler was tlie first horse 
Mr. Fuller racial and iu ail his later can-er, sue- 
laawfnl as he has lieen with such great liorses as 
tteorge .\rnold. TokabMi and Iiijiir.v, he has never 
iMissi-sMal a rai-^ to compare wltli the fainmis oli! 
horse that gave him bis start as a racing man. 
RaltliT won rai-es all over .\iiiiTiea and siainal his 
last victory wlieii he had reaelnal the remarkable 
age of iwenly-foiir .years. He was never ask<-d lo 
run ail" great distaiu-e. but he won many laces at 
live furioirgs and was not only tlie fastest of qiiar 
ter liors<>s. hut a sprinter that held his own on a 
big race lraek_ with the sfieed marvels of Ida day. 
.Moll.v. Rattler’s dam. livi-d to la* thirty-one years 
<dd and is Imriisl on the Fuller ranch In Texas, 
together with licr son. Uattlcr. which slartisl .Mr.

aiiimig the successful owners during tlie 109 days of racing tliat took place on the circuit this season is no 
iiisigniticaiit item in these «*omparativei 3 ' lean days of the .\merican turf. It is nnderstood that in eonse- 
queiice of iiiciewent weather and other iiufavorahle i-onditions some of the tracks repre.sented in the circuit 
did not enjoy their customary degree of i*ros|ierity. As a direct result of this conilltion a re-arrangement 
oi the selieilules for next season's racing on the circuit is eontemplaleil b.v xvhieh it is honed all coneern“il 
wii! lie lieiielited.

ENGLAND'S TWO LEADING JOCKEYS. 

Australian Fr.ank Wootton and American Danny 
Maher High in Favor and First in Skill. 

.Kmoiig the jockeys of the time the names of none 
have iK-eii so often om the tongues of people who 
take ail interest in racing as those of Maher and 
F. Wootton. Though not native-born, they have 
attained positions iu couiiecliou with the sport iu 
ihis eoiiiitry that very few riders of any iieriotl could 
boast, and their doings can almost be said to have 
become public property. From various cireiimstaiices 
M'.iotioii lias liHtiued larger iu the general eye than 
any other professional horseman during 1P12. not 
oiiiy with regard to his usual progress in his voca- 
tion but with resi>eet lo the collision into which he 
came with the turf aul liorities. The exception 
taken to ids riding at the Liverisiol Summer Sleet- 
ing led to his suspeii.sioii for the whole of the month 
of -Viigusi. and his compulsory standing down was 
ag.gravated by the motorcycle accident be met with 
just on the eve of the expiry of the officially dated 
limit to Ills idleness, so that he did not ride again 
iiniil the first day of tlie Doncaster September 
MiH'ting. No win was associated with his reappear- 
aiict". but he was able to steer Lomond in the St. 
Leger— a contingency whicli seemeil somewhat re- 
mote wlien his mishap occurred. His aliility in Ihe 
sadille, iiowever, could not make Mr. Hnltoii’s colt a 
winner, and his defeat was a considerable disap- 
IK)iutnieut to more persons than his owner, 'i'lie 
long break iu tbe contiiiiiatiou of his work looked 
like depriving Wootton of the honor of first place 
among ihe successful riders of the year, but during 
his absence Maher made 110 notable progress with 
his score, thuugli he had slightly beaded the figures 
of his rival on his return to the saddle. How the 
pair subsequently were trick-and-tie iu their scores 
from week to week will not escaiie the rewllection 
of those who lake any note of the jockeys’ doings, 
and it was only a fortnight ago tiiat the Epsom 
rider assiiiiieii a lead which practically as.siired Ihe 
|K)sitioii in wliieii he fmiud himself at the coiichisiou 
«.f racing at -Manchester on .Saturday. 

From I lie causes mentioned aliove, added to the 
fact that he has put on weight c-ousiderahly. \Vo-it- 
toii’s mounts and wins for tbe 3'ear show a niarkel 
decrease u|K>n his previous lignres, as the following 
slateinent sets out:

Thus for four successive years he has headed his 
riding associates, and would have been at the toii 
also in 1908 li.ad he not incurred a mouth’s sns- 
liension, which caused him to finish ten points be- 
hind Maher. As Wootton is not nineteen until next 
month Ills career in the saddle has been remarkable, 
and it was little thought that the boy who came to 
this couutr.v in 1906 would acquire with such rapid- 
ity tbe (Kisition he holds today. It is unnecessary 
to recapitulate the chief events won by him iliiring 
the racing year just exjiired. but thej- include none 
of the “classics,” the winners of three of which 
were steennl by jockeys from abroad. 

■Maher supplies an even more striking case than 
WiKHton of the well-doing in England of a jockey 
from overseas. Ills skill was iiotieeil from the 
moment of his first mount here, and there is not a 
liorseniaii tmlay who can concede him an ounce. 
Year after .vi-ar lie has ridden brilliantly, and, 
though, like every other professional, he has matie 
mistakes, they represent a very small percentage 
in tlie suiiiiiiary of his achievements. He has been 
in the .service of tlie leading sportsmen of the land, 
and can claim snci'oss at one time or other in the 
majority of racx-s in which jockeys are ambitions 
to shine. He came to this country from America 
ill Ihe HUtiimii of 1900. and the record he has made 
is remarkalile. Though hut once being first among 
tlie winning jockeys of the year — in 1908. as indi- 
cated aliove — he has only on two occasions (his 
first year not counting, of course) missed the first 
three, and his winning percentage has always ruled 
high. The d:ita arc as follows: 1901. second; 1902, 
third; 1903, unplaced; 1904. third; 1905. unplaced; 
1900, third: 1907. second; 1908, first; second: 

1910, second: 1911. third; 1912, second. laird Roso- 
liery has had, and will have in 1913, first claim 
uiMiii his services, and as Slalier can put in as much 
riding ns he cares for, when the weight suits, his 
prospects are of the brightest. He has never come 
into conflict with tlic ruling turf authorities during 
ids sojourn here, and stands out as prominently for 
his “clean slate” as he does for his jockeyship. — 
Ixmdon Sportsman. 

Maher’s complete record in England is as follows;

At the 
dispersal sale of the Nursery Stud in 1891, follow- 
ing Mr. Belmont’s death, bis purchases were the 
mares Clara, iiy The Ill-Used, Mphallab, by King- 
iislier, .\ffiiiil.v, li.v Kingfisher, Belinda, by King- 
fisher. Amazon, by The Ill-Use«l, Wood Violet, by 
Tlie lll-l’sed. and several others, his purchases at 
that sale aggregating over $44,(K>9. Among the ex- 
oelleiit broodmares of J. B. Haggins* breeding were 
Miss Dareliin, by Ilarebiu, Missoula, by Sir Modred, 
Butterfly, lij- Kyrle Daly, Virgin, by Milner, Namo- 
nia. by Sir Modred, Belle of Butte, by Sir Modred, 
.Slow Dance, by Darebin. Ella Gregg, by Salvator 
and Etta .MeKeever, by Salvator. 

.\nioiig the stallions used at Bitter Root Farm 
were the imported horses Matt Byrnes, Invemess, 
Bathaiiiptoii and Isidor, and such native sires as 
Montana, Tammany and Hamburg. Matt Byrnes, 
a brown colt, by Hampton— Cherry, named after Mr. 
Dal.v's well-known first trainer, was, after a few 
years in tbe stud, sold back to England, and 
ss Cherry Tree is now a highly successful sire, his 
daughter, Cberimoya. having won the Epsom Oaks 
of 1911. Hamburg he bought from John E. Madden 
in 1897, and the first of that great horse’s progeny 
were two-year-olds the year of -Mr. Daly’s death. 
Unfortunately the Bitter Root .Stud was merely In 
the formative stage when he was taken away and 
the results naturally to be expected from his ex- 
tensive preparations were not to be realized. How- 
ever, aside from the Futurity winner Ogden, some 
capital race horses had already come from it, of 
which Senator Bland was one of the best, and a 
giKKl one anywhere. Barney Schreiber’s stallion. 
Sain, was another celebrity tliat came from the 
Bitter Root establishment. Senator Bland was by 
Inverness and another good son of that sire was 
Scottish Chieftain. 

Mr. D.ily may be said to have began his carew as 
a turfman wlien. at the Huggin sale of 1889. he 
gave $22.ttfl0 for the colt Silver Fox, by St. Blaise 
— .Maud Hampton, and so a half-brother to Ban Fox 
and King Fox. To this he added other purchases 
and speeilily made his mark in racing. With Mon- 
tana lie won the Suburban Handicap of 1892. Tam- 
-iiaiiy, by Iroquois — Tullalioma. won the Eclipse 
Stakes of $24,.'t:i5 at his first start in 1891. It was 
ill tile race that the peculiar feature of a dead heat 
for second place by Hellgate, Dagonet and Osric 



occurred. As a three-year-old be won tbe Lavr- 
rence Realization. Withers, Ixirillard and Jerome 
Stakes, and iu tlie course of liis career won in all 
the great siiui of $11:5.290. .\iiothcr good colt of 
his, liienator Grady, ran second to Key ol Santa 
•\nita in tbe .American Derby of 1804 at Washington 
Rark and bad tlie famous Domino among tbe un- 
placed ones behind him. Earlier than that. In 
1890. .Mr. Daly bad raced two stately two-year-olda 
at Washington Park in the fine colt Brown Fox and 
tbe lieautitul llUy Palflena. It was in 1896 that be 
made his great coup in the Futurity with Ogden. 
This colt wa.s trained over tbe home track by 
Johnny Campbell and, when shortly before tbe time 
of the big race, he quietly turned up at Sbeepsbead 
Bay track with the colt and the little known western 
jocke}' Tuberville to ride him. little attention was 
paid to tbe circumstance. Marcus Daly was not 
111 tbe least averse to winning a good bet and, 
knowing be bad a good horse in (igden. kept bis com- 
missioners so biisil.v at work in tbe big betting ring 
on Futurity day, that it was currently reporteil bis 
winnings over the event were in excess of $123,006. 
Scottish Cbiftaln, with Fred Taral np, also ran for 
Mr. Daly ami in public estimation was supposed to 
be bis reliance for the race, but be and bis shrewd 
trainer knew different. Ogden was a grand race 
liorse and, after winning a number of otb(^ races for 
his owner, became as inneh of a snccess in the stud 
as he had been on the track. 

Ed A. Tipton was greatly est(H>med by Mr. Daly 
and was in his service fm: a number of years. 
.\fter his death, Mr. Tipton said of him: 

"There was tbe greatest man that ever went Into 
the business in this country. 1 bought horses for 
him for nine years, and I never bad bnt one order 
and tliat was to get tbe best and there was no limit. 
Buying horses is a business in which a man can 
make bad mistakes, too, but Marcus Daiy under- 
stood that and he always stood by his Imyer’s ac- 
tion. Some idea of the big way in which Mr. 
Daly went into the game may lie drawn from the 
prices at the Daly estate sale. The aggregate for 
both trotters and ihoroughbreds for the entire larop- 
erties was $865,.550. 

“I went with .Marcus Daly as a buyer in 1880. 
I was tlien secretary of the Kentucky 'Trotting 
Horse Breeders’ .\ssociiition. In January. 1^6, 
•Mr. Daly wanted to start racing at Butte, and I 
went there and built the new track and stands 
at hotli Butte and .Ynaconda. Racing there was 
always a great success. There was no bookmaking, 
onl.v nintiiels and auction pools. We bad abont 
forty-eight days’ racing in tbe season at tbe two 
tracks, and some idea of the business may be had 
when I tell you that in three years, from 1896 to 
1898, inclusive, over $6,000,000 was bandied in the 
miitnels and auction pools. At five per cent, com- 
mission. you can st^e that that was fairly remunera- 
tive. The racing began the latter part of June and 
it was splendidly patronized. Everybody bad money 
and liked the sport and liked to bet.”

MONTANA’S GREATEST TURFMAN. 

Incidehts in the Career of Marcus DaJy in Racing 
and Features of His Stud Farms. 



Marcus Daly was . a man of great force of char- 
acter and in many resiiects a picturc^ue fi^ire on 
the turf, as well as an indomitable tigliter in poli-j 
ties and Montana copper mining wars. His deter- ' 
luinrd hostilit.v to Senator Clark of that state and j 
tile resultant bitter eoiiUiets in the courts and halls' 
of legislation served to keep .Montana in cn iitiroar 
tlirougb many turbulent and relentless eainpaigiis, 
in which he' showed fertilit.v Of iiieiital resources] 
that would have told emphatically iu better fields 
of endeavor. On the turf he showed comprehensive 
sagacity and had he lived longer would doubtless 
have attained great eiiiineuce in English racing as' 
well as greater in tliat of this country. .Vt the 
lime of his death in November. 1900, he was tlie 
possessor of a great and perfeetl.v appointed stud 
farm iu the fertile Bitter Root yalley. Hamilton 
County, Montana, and had estahlisbeil another at 
Aperlieid ('ourt. England. In pursuance of an ex- 
tensive and earefull.v niappisl out plan of opera- 
tions. it was liis purpose to breed and race in both 
eountrles. sparing no expense in the way of securing 
and blending tlie best blood of both. 

Had not death intervemMl. it is liieonceivahle that 
Iirilliaiit silce»»ss would not Iiave attended this wisely 
devised line of policy.
